On FViday, Chavez also spoke " • -Union organizer John Bank, also 
with church leaders, to the spcaking at McGlll, said Dominion 

was chosen as the target because it 
is the second most important chain 
store in Montreal. A manager of 
Dominion, when informed of 
Chavez' visit this weekend, said to 
organizers, "I don't care If you 
bring Chavez, the Queen of 
England, and the Pope himself into 
town." This statement further 
prompted Bank's choosing the 
Dominion chain. 

In explaining why the UFW 
chose to boycott rather than strike 
to secure their demands, Chavez 
said that picketing the fields does 
not always worii because- the 
growers Import scab labour and 
hire goons and guards to provoke 
violent confrontation with strikers. 
ISzjbiddcd that by the time 
has reached the super- 
marketrthc growers have Invested 
an enormous amount of money In 
labour, packing, trucking, shlp^ 
ping,, etc., and that a consumer, 
boycott; has." ^shown. to' be' a 
"devastating weapon" In the past. 
He also added, "A boycott is not 
really grapes and lettuce. This, 
non-violent action Is a movement of 
people and their organization^' 

Cnavczsaid the boycott would be 
a victory "if 3 to 5 per cent of the 
people in Montreal boycbti grapes; ;. 
if 10 per;cènt bbycbtt,fltiWoùld]b'e ^ 
disastrous lor th"èN,';growér8'." 
.Chavez said that indications 'are 
that Montreal has the potential to 
be a "very successful boycott city 
and that "the citizens of North 
America arc the last and best 
judges we have." 

Over the weekend, Chavez met 
with the Quebec Farmworker 
Support Committee and represen- 
tatives of the McGill for Farmwor- 
kers Committee to discuss Mont- 
real strategy. Besides Icafleting 
and picketing Dominion stores,~lhe 
' Quebec committee plans to contin- 
ue trying to help the boycott 
through contacts in labour unions 
and schools. 

The McGill for Farmworkers 
Committee.is mjpting Wednesday 
6 to 7.p.m. 
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Cesar Chavez encourages Montreal to step up boycott of grapes and 
lettuce.

A conference at McGill tonight 
on the current Middle East 
situation marks the first activity of 
a new group, the Middle East 
Anti-Imperidllst Coalition. 

The group, founded three weeks 
ago, is based on three principles: 
anti-imperialism, anti-zionism, and 
support for the liberation struggles 
of the 'Palestinians and other 
peoples in the Middle East. 

"The coalition was founded 
because many pèôple felt there was 
a lack of objective Information on 
the Middle East, especially during 
and after the October war," a 
spokesman for the group saldt' 

He said thacoalltion plans to give 
the public a "truer point-of-view 
than that which so lar has been 
presented in the biased Western 
media.':. 

."One of our main objectives will 
be to Inform progressive people In 
Quebec on a wide-scale basis about 
the liberation cause in the Middle 
East," he said. 

Another objective is the forma- 
tion of Various study ^oups .to 
thoroughly research affairs in the 
Middle East, and keep the public 
Informed on developments there. 
~ "I think the Middle East problem 
is relevant to Québécois since they 
are affected by the oil cutbacks," he 
said. "I think they should realize 
what is happening." 

'The Middle East question isn't a 
regional problem any more. It's an 
international question and all those 
who work for peace and justice 
should be concerned about it" 

Coalition activities, including

conferences, are only ' in 
planning stage, subject to 
decision of the committee. 

The coalition is a Montreal-based 
organization with eight member 
proups, as well as unaffiliated 
individual members. It is not a 
university-based group, but draws 
its members from students, 
teachefs and workers. 

Although the coalition hopes to 
attract new members, a spokesman 
said a large following was not 
Important. "It's a question not of 
numbers, but of quality," he said. 

"We want people - to develop 
their political consciousness, in 
regards to the Middle -East 
question," the spokesman said.

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Bias is no basis for banning MSM

would play, a key part hclping-to 
arrest the cat and mouse game that 
has been going on. There is a 
logiam here and it needs to be 
broken lip. I well recall how in 
years pa.st the present dean of 
studentsexpressed strongcriticism 
of myopic university policy and 
action. "Saeed Mirza and I would 
inik about such matters often. He 
minced ncT words and pulled no 
punches. I remember well how he 
used to tell me that beingamember 
of a poor nation, h^^fpfoSnîdly 
sympathised with those. who^fjght 
against injustices and oppression. 
But today your authority is 
misplaced. You have power, but in 
wielding it you exhibit your failure, 
Sueed. I cannot help but observe 
that the dean's perspectives have 
undergone, a niajor mutation. It is 
clear to me that students as a whole 
maintain a strong feeling of 
detachment to the office of the dean 
of students. 
The issues we face are not 



elsewhere. 
' I think I know many.of the MSM 
members, perhaps better -«than 
most faculty members, including 
the deeply troubled parents of at 
least onq of the students arrested. I 

- have jtnteill^ally fought with 
most of îfiô^^^MLtalked for hours 

' with them'^ts^fflj^ understand 

- their views' aijH|tnelr ;strategies 
and, perhaps,' (o^rc-dlrcct their 
thinking and their actions. I have 
explained to them repeatedly that 
fanaticism and political seiigion are 
second class substitutes for 
rational debate, or a sustaining 
political solution. But the 
university has not hidden Its own 
strong bias, its own quick on the 
draw responses. McGili has had its 
own brand of political religion for a 
very long time. Over the years the 
university has not always dealt 
with exceedingly minor affairs in 
the most rational and intellectually 
rewarding manhër. The event of 
September 5 lost year is only one 
instance in a long se(|ucnce of 
fumbling responses of doubtful 
intellectual competence. 

As one allegedly most closely 
associated with the life of the 
students on this campus, one might 



ideas which are not easily 
understood. When our prinicpal 
' allowed himself to be a patron at a 
not very elevated gathering last 
year, he may not have been aware 
that he allowed his good offices to 
be used for another brand of 
political fanaticism and political 
religion — a patronage which 
raised some ojrcbrows even on our 
campuV^anâlwhën trouble Ibroke^^ 
out it trigger^ an instant respoiis'*^^ 
from him which, too, \yas a signf 
frustration ; rather ^than^-inlelle 
Yet some identincaliohsseem to be 
acceptable while others, because 
the fanaticism and frustration are 
even greater, lead to arrests, 
trials, suspensions, 1 recrimin- 
ations, and,_above all, they leave 
the impression that the search for 
justice and dignity for men, the 
fight against racism and genocide, 
are somehow subversive. 

Weare, of course, a very normal, 
nay very conventional, institution 
which, like others, has yet to' bend 
its rich intellectual resources to 
serve the needs of men, not just 
technologically but also morally. 
Like other institutions at present, 
we arc ciiught up in q world-wide 



wave of anti-iniellectualism which 
treats all non-conformity, all 
radicalism, as subversive. This, 
among other things, I had in mind 
when I wrote in a recent McGiil 
Reporter about the Watergate 
syndrome — and which my 
' colleague Professor Richard Ham- 
ilton so skilfully misunderstood 
with such aplomb. 

True, violence may not be the 
instrument to solicit truth and 
justice to tease these out of man's 
experience. Although there is 
much in the history of men which 
tells us that violence has also a 
profound spiritual quality. When 
the intellect fails, violence takes 
over. Why this is so is at present 
not really understood. Saccd 
Mirza, like the Jews, like 
oppressed people everywhere, 
ought to know how important it is 
to discourage dissent, to foster the 
subversion of the intellect because 
most of us who have not suffered 
arc so compromised that we must 
fall back on olympian intellectual 
acrobatics and arrogance to defend 
our rationality. Radicalism is never 
rational in the eye's and minds of 
those prepared to live silently with 
injustices, racism and the exploi- 
tation of the many by the few. If a 
university fails to understand this,^ 
then why dont we submit to the* 
pentagon of power? 

If the university has failed us, so 
has the present executive of the 
Students Society. I consider it an 
outrage that this small group has- 
takcn it upon itself to initiate police 
action. Are these the new 
\Vatergators of the future? True, 
nst fights,; provocations and 
strident rhetoric arc signs of 
weakness, — -, even -if they are 
designed^Ui glorify the oppressed. 
.While's hon^violent civil disobed- 
Jence is very' particular weapon, 
' ' ^lirso to fist and the police is the 
7sical fasdstlresponse. . 
But there is a Ibt^ more.involved 
in these actions by tfiêieî^écutive of 
the Students' Society: more than 
the protection of the innocent to go 
about thpir daily life as they wisn. 
Thousands of students, and per-, 
haps too many faculty, are 
profoundly unconcerned. Middle 
America nas its Canadian parallel; 
and their rights, I suspect, will 
always . be protected! But the 
executive has gone far beyond this. 
Like others further south, the 
syndrome or security, that primi- 
tive instinct of fear, is mobilbcd to 
destroy political and intellectual 
dissent by those who enjoy the 
tinsel splendour of authority. 
While minions in the system of 
campus power, they differ little 
from those nt more elevated levels. 



They are small men indeed. 

Where do we go from here? Will 
the cat and mousè game continue? 
If it docs wc might as well all get 
into the gutter. The ban on any 
student group and individual, must 
be lifted immediately. The use of 
this instrument is only justified 
under extreme circumstances of 
violence, riot, destruction, and a 
generally explosive situation. An 
ad-hoc commission should be set up 
immediately to determine jurisdic- 
tional issues, civil rights issues and 
where political meetings migl\t be 
held. Unless these matters are 
resolved we shall have many more 
visits by.thc police. And who knows 
who will be arrested next, or who 
will be .suspended? 

We all want to safeguard 
freedom of speech. But should we 
be satisficci with such a deceptively 
simple formulation or so inherently 
complex a proposition? My own 
"bias" is clear. Freedom of speech 
is like a growing organism. It 
contains its own mystery, its own 
ambiguities. But the freedom to 
stand up apinst oppression and 
racism, to fight against those who 
demand that other human beings 
fight against exploitation and the 
purveyors of death, this I consider 
inipbrtant. We all do. Do we really 



wish to accord that freedom to 
dealers of hate and death who have 
absolutely nothing to offer the 
world but more nate and more 
death? Should wc not expose all. 
theologies, all ideologies which 
have partaken of mindless violence 
for its own sake? Anybody who 
actually knows something about 
fascism would oppose the freedom 
of fascists to propagate their 
pathological ideas. This is a 
university, perhaps we ought to 
debate seriously whether com- 
munists arc fascists in disguise. If 
the answer is yes, then clearly tens 
of millions of people died in vain. 
Butif theanswerisno, then we had 
better rethink some of our ideas. 

In my view, the executive of the 
Students' Society have invoked the 
wrong procedure, and it is the dean 
of stuaents who seems to have 
given legitimacy to this myopic act. 
Students are now in detention and 
under administrative suspension. 
What has been gained? Peace in the 
Union, and death to ideas and 
debate? Of course, this is an 
overstatement. We shall continue 
to argue and to debate. But wc also 
need to stand up and say Stop, We 
Better Think Again.

contract 



Negotiations between the newly 
formed National Union of McGill 
University Employees and the 
McGill University administration 
began Friday. This is the first 
series of negotiations for the union 
which represents both printing 
service employees and computer 
operators. At fast week's meeting, 
tne university presented a counter- ' 
proposal to the one submitted by 
the union on November 2nd and 
dates for future meetings were set. 

NUMUE was formea in October 
1972 and certified by the Provincial 
Department of Labour as repre- 
sentative of the workers in 
February 1973. The niembers 
militantly supported the mainte- 
nance workers strike and appear to 
have no illusions about the 
administration's attitude towards 



campus labour. Workers' demands 
centre around wages and job 
security. Assisting the union in 
negotiations towards the first 
contract Is Confederation of 
Notional Trade Unions (CNTU) 
technical advisor, Michel Lotu^ 
lippe. Clem Evans and Bob Pilgef' 
are the computing centre negotia- 
ting team while' David Wand 
represents the Printing Service 
employees. Director of Business 
Operations C. E. Noel, Director of 
Personnel Paul Matthews, and C.

A meeting was held last night in 
) Douglas rcsidehce 'hall to discuss 
the residenU' $50.00 cautionary 
fee. , This fee ii used to repair any 
damages at the residences and will 
bereiuride'dattheend of the year if 
damages are kept to a minimum. 
More than 60 attended the meeting, 
which was held in the common 
room. 

The discussion centred on how 
much of the fee should be retained 
and how much should apply to the 
second semester fee. Damages last 
year were estimated to be very 
little in Gardner and Douglas halls, 
but they amounted to $328 at 
McConneil hall and S700 at Motson 
hall. As a result, most of the 
students present felt it was unjust 
to use their money for damages 
done at residences other than 
where they lived. A resolution was 
passed unanimously to apply the 
cautionary fee to the second term 
residence fee. Hut the residents 
will still be paying for the damages 
either through the existent cau- 
tionary fee or through increased 
fees for board.
